S.C.M. Group 
Hears Address 
By Dr^ekker 

Talk Deals with 
Role of Church 
Ât Present 



Dr. Dekker spoke at the S.C.M. 
House on the topic "Out ot Chaos 
into What?", at a well attended 
lunch hour meeting ^in the S.C.M. 
House yesterday. He pointed out 
that there would be great upheavals 
before the shape of the post-war 
world is finally crystallized, and 
that though these upheavals them- 
selves seemed to l>e wholly evil in 
their effects, they nevertheless pro- 
vide a great opporlunily for very 
necessary reforms to be introduced 
into an othenvise chaotic period. 

He showed that this state of 
affairs constitutes a great challenge 
to the younger generation at this 
time, for it will largely depend on 
their efforts v/hether the overall 
results of this chaotic period will 
be good or bad. He pointed out tite 
responsibilities ;'ôf living in a time 
like the present, where a decision 
taken now might influence the 
course of evenia for centuries to 
come. 

Dr. Dekker told of the part be 
Ing played by the church all over 
the world at the present time. He 
mentioned the fact that since the 
war has started and the allied 
armies have gone all over the 
world, many missions in out of the 
way places have been able to pro 
vide organized places of worship 
for the troops stationed there. 

Then he explained some of the 
difficulties which were confronting 
the Church In the countries of the 
world that are under Àxis domina- 
tion, but said that the Church in 
Germany was making an outstand- 
ing contribution' by bearing^ such 
courageous witness against the Nazi 
regime. 

He said' that in those countries 
under the Japanese yoke there was 
possibly the greatest destruction 
and dlsorfianizallon of Christian in- 
stitutions, citing the fact that well 
over two-thirds of the Christian 
universities in China had been de- 
stroyed. Nevertheless, he stat-

The superintendent of 
education has also announced that 
high school students will also be 
available by that date for vacation 
employment. 

Approximately 3,000 high school 
and college students will be needed 
by local post offices for the Christ- 
mas rush, Mr. Germain stated yes- 
terday. Already applications were 
coming in, he said, and no shortage 
of help was anticipated once the 
Christmas holidays began, although 
there might be some difficulty get- 
ting the 150-odd extra helpers 
needed before the students were 
free to work. 

Local school authorities ques- 
tioned yesterday, however, had not 
been advised of any change in the 
dates originally set for the Christ, 
mas vacation.

Sackville, N.B., November 2.— 
(C.U.P.)— The Regents of Mount 
Allison University at their regular 
fall session here on Thursday after- 
noon by an unanimous vote decid- 
ed to offer the Presidency of the 
University to Honorary Colonel W. 
T. Ross Fiemington with the un- 
derstanding that . Or. : George J. 
Trueman,.tho present incumbent, 
carry on until the completion of 
Col. Flemington's duties overseas. 
CoL Fiemington has been on leave 
of absence as Headmaster of the 
Mount Allison Academy since 1939 
and has been serving overseas for 
over four years. He Is at present 
principal Protestant chaplain to the 
Canadian army overseas. Recently 
he returned to Canada to make a 
tour of Canadian Army camps be- 
fore returning to his duties in Eng- 
land. 

N. A. Hesler, chairman of the 
Board of Regents presided and as 
head of the Finance Committee pre- 
sented a financial report. The re- 
port revealed that the Endowment 
Funds had been increased during 
the year by $200,000. He also re- 
ported that $180,000 has been mado 
available for the re-building of the 
University Men's Residence. The 
financial statement on the opera- 
tions of the educational institutions 
during the year 1042-43 revealed 
that the revenue received balanced 
with the expenditures. 

An interesting discussion on the 
future of the Mount Allison Acad- 
emy and Commercial College and 
the Mount Allison School for Girls 
was engaged in by the Regents. 
Considerable interest In the discus- 
sion was displayed and the work 
of Acting Headmaster Kenneth A. 
Parker and Principal Constance 
Young was highly commended. It 
was the general will of the board 
members that as soon as the new 
University Men's Residence has been 
completed that attention be direct- 
ed 'toward improving the plant fa- 
cilities of the Academy and School 
for Girls.

The first 
exhibit, "Furniture Design to-day' 
will open on Nov. ISth at the 
"Focus" Exhibition Room in the 
Engineering Building. This exhlbl 
tlon will remain at McGill until the 
28th of November, and will be 
followed later by a display of re 
cent developments in housing and 
an exhibition on the "Shape of 
Things."

Dr. James Foresees 
Canada on Threshold 
Of New Developments 

Principal Stresses Need for 
International Cooperation 
In Postwar World 

"International cooperation is the very first necessary condi- 
lion for any prosperity in Canada." Tiiis was the main tlicsis of 
Dr. F. Cyril James' opening lecture last night in the course 
on Housing and Community Planning being given by the McGill 
School of Arcliitccture and the University Extension department. 
Speaking to an audience comprising many prominent in local in« 
duslrial and academic circles, Dr. James outlined the general 
econt^iojbackgrpun^ period, and its effects on

ning, saying: "Wo are on the

threshold of developments which 
will completely rcyolulionizo tho 
environments of human life." 

Postulating the desirability of 
maintaining a policy of full em- 
ployment in post-war Canada, 
Dr. James stated, in answer to 
a question: 

"Tiic initial acceptance of 
heavy immigration into Canada 
will have to wait until wc have 
proved that wc can provide a 
job for everyone." Tho Principal 
went on to say that this was no 
doubb^ in ^contradiction ^, to the 
humiahitariaih' Idcàis'of thbs^ de- 
siring the admittance of re- 
fugees, but it must be the econo- 
mists's point of View, and tho 
large and important Labor and 
Agricultural groups would not bo 
willing to consider immigration 
until employment was guaran- 
teed. 

In an estimate of Canada's present 
position Dr. James, described her as 
"ending this war with fuller em- 
ployment, greater prosperity, larger 
industrial capacity than she has- 
ever enjoyed in her history," and 
"even with the restrictions of war- 
time the average citizen in Canada 
is at present better off than she was 
in 1039." But to maintain this level 
after the war, "substantial foreign 
markets are even more necessary , 
than In 1039." 

Therefore "one of the fundamen- 
tal requirements for any post-war 
prosperity in Canada is cooperation 
In World markets." This was true 
not only for tho retention of tho 
farmer's export market, the Prin- 
cipal continued, but for the support 
of many of the industries developed 
to an extraordinary capacity by 
wartime conditions. Dr. James cited 
as an exampl» of this condition the 
Aluminum industry in Canada and 
the United States, either of these 
countries being now in a position 
to supply almost the whole of the 
world's aluminum requirements. 

Full employment has often been 
attained in previoiis wars, but to 
date it has never been continued 
after, a war, affirmed Dr. James, 
Nowadays, however, the publia 
have been inspired with a new en- 
thusiasm that postwar planning 
will be able to prcserv'e the bene- 
ficial factors of wartime economy. 
This enthusiasm has been popularly 
spread by what the Principal term- 
ed "Tlie 'Gospel according to Han- 
sen and to Keynes." 

The National Income has tripled 
its. figures since Uie depression, and 
more than doubled during the war. 
On the basis of these facts Dr. 
James estimated the postwar in- 
come at about 15 per cent lower 
than its current level, that is at 
about 7.5 billion dollars as against 
an expected 8.4 billion this year.

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Refugee Appeal 

There will shortly be circulated on the 
campus an appeal from the Canadian Na- 
tional Committee on Refugees entreating, 
the Government of the Dominion "To offer 
thé sanctuary of Canada to refugees from 
political or religious persecution without 
regard to race, creed or financial condi- 
tion." The appeal is receiving nation-wide 
publicity, and by it the Committee hopes 
to induce the Government to chonge exist- 
ing immigration regiilutions. 

From the point of view of Christian 
charity and the humanitarian spirit, the 
petition is very commendable. Canada as a 
nation should do its share in relieving the 
suffering of the oppressed minorities of 
other nations, but the method to be adopt- 
ed is a horse of a slightly different color. 

There can be no doubt that the Domin- 
ion would greatly profit by a comprchcn- 
eive and well planned increase in popula- 
tion, and it is unreasonable to restrict im- 
migration to thosé who have a certain 
amount of money. Mechanical ability, 
craftsmanship, and the appreciation of 
hard work arc more important and more 
dtirablc thaii a few tliousand dollars. The 
new blood would mingle with that of the 
nation, and the present existing racial and 
religious biirricrs would be lowered, if not 
entirely abolished. This could be accom- 
plished by well controlled regulation of 
the number of refugees admitted to the 
country. If, however, groups were allowed 
to enter as ethnic units, and were settled 
on the country as such, Canada would be 
aslcing for minority troubles. If we are to 
have a united coiintry, there must be no 
privileges for any one racial group, and all 
must be ready to abide by the will of the 
majority, as expressed by the Dominion 
Government. 

Although;, we place no restrictions on 
the nationality or religion of the refugees 
who are to be allowed to enter the country, 
we do believe that the poorer ones will be 
of greater benefit to the Dominion as well 
as to the cause of humanity. Money is 'an 
"open Sesame" to any number of gates. Wc 
also feel that a definite statement should 
be made in the petition as to what number 
of refugees arc to be àdmitléd and for how 
long a time. 

Ab to the qtiestion of temporary re- 
sidence, we feél that there can be little as- 
surance that those accepted on a temporary 
basis would be imabie to find some means 
of maldng their residence a permanent one. 
It is very difficult to return a person to his 
country after two or three years in another, 
where ties have bèçn established, and when 
the desire to return is latent, or actually 
absent. * 

• Wh^t would be the effect of removing 
these pèojjlè from tHèir countries in the 
post-war reor^aniiation- after -the Allied 
victory? They are those 'who were moslr 
vehement in their opposition to Hitler, and 
they will be required in this stabilizalion of 
their 'countriesi'af ter the Nazis have been 
defeated. Would the good they could do 
there be of more benefit to the future pence 
of the world than the good they may be 
able to do in Canada?

Political Comment * 

PETITION 

This week a ■petition is being circulated on the. campus. It reads: 

Wc, the undersigned citizens of Canada do respcctjully petition His Ma- 
jesty's Government and the Parliament of Canada as follows: 

Realising our responsibility in common humanity to relieve the suffering 
and distress of victims of Nazi terror: , 

Tl'o urgently entreat the Government of Canada: — 

1) To offer the sanctuary of Canada to refugees from political or reli- 
gious persecution without regard to race, creed or financial condition. 

2) To take immediate steps to facilitate the. entry into Canada of re- 
fugees {especially those stranded in Portvgual) whom it is still pos- 
sible to rescue. ; 

3) To- make any changes in the Immigration Act, Regidations or ad- 
viinislration thereof necessary to admit such refugees into Canada. 

WE, REALVLING OUR RESPONSIBILITY. These are gratcfid xuords 
to hear on the lips of Canadian citizenry, and words which we have vainly hoped 
to hear for a long time. For four years the news channels of the world have been 
pouring into our unheeding cars the circumstantial details of a tragedy whose 
human horror is staggering and inestimable. Too often, and too often in vain, . 
have we heard the story of the refugees; waiting behind walls for the gentle step 
and the battering knock of the Gestapo; forty thousand Jews at a time flung 
into grave-ditches and machine-gunned from above; the assorted costless deaths 
—have your choice — air-bubbles, disease or starvation; no room in the whole liv- 
ing universe for an upright human being. And those who were not caught in their 
homes, running, driven as cattle were never driven, machinc-gunnèd and pré- 
cision-bombed on crowded^ roads, starved and naked families flung apart like 
fledglings from a falling nest; each wavering onward in ah uncertain, often 
hopeless flight in search of safety. 

In that flight from certain death, some few have succeeded in finding a 
haven. Most have not. The majority of "WOuld-be refugees were killed cither 
before they left their homes, thrown into concentration camps to meet the fate 
of Romain Rolland, or fell by the roadside on the way out. But many are still 
hanging vjith uncertain and slipping fingers to the hem of hope. I need not re-' 
peat here what has been flung at our heads a thousand times before. Etiropean 
refugees can be aaved, unlh our cooperation. Sweden did save the Norwegian and 
Danish refugees. Russia did save millions from eastern Europe. ..Those from 
the Balkans could have been saved and some still can be. The memory of the 
shipful of Jewish refugees refused admission to Palestine and sunk in a Pales- 
tinian harbor under susjncious .circumstances is still very fresh in our memories. 
There is a concentration of refugees in Portugal which can be siphoned off to the 
tvest. And I am certain that if people will knoiv there is an avenue of escape 
open to them, we will still have refugees breaking out of the heart of Germany 
itself, as ivell as the rest of Europe. 

Let me enumerate a few of the usual objections to the above petition and 
to the principle of allowing more refugees to enter Canada. 

1) New ethnical groups vÀll be formed, leading to minority problems. 

2) These people will be needed in- Europe for post-xvar reconstruction. 

3) "Canada First" — we don't want àÙ them dangerous furriïièrs comitig 
in, taking away our jobs and making "trouble." 

4) This mil break down our whole immigration system as built up 
hitherto. 

6) The wording of the petition is too general, and implies a rccptcst for 
entirely unrestricted immigration. 

In answer to the first objection, I would say that this problem presents 
itself only to people who have minority prejudices and reactionary inclinations in 
the first place. The second is too obviously ridicidous to bother answering. If 
they arc dead, they will be no use to anyone; and their contribution to the world 
îûill be much more certain if they are immediately extracted from their present 
psychological hell of ruthlessness and uncertainty, balancing percariously ovcir 
an abyss. . . 

The tftird objection I can ansiuer, firstly; by saying that Ôanada has room 
for unlimited exjmnsion, secondly, that refugees here can bo proven to have been 
a great asset to the development of farming arid industry, and thirdly, that even 
if their coming ivero to cause its a little temporary discomfort, surely thé life- 
blood of hundreds of thousands of htman beings counts for more than the com- 
fort or discomfort of the only ones who would object on that score— those who 
can very well afford to be à little uncomfortable for a change. 

As for oiir immigration laivs, as Mr. Sandwell has pointed out, the altera- 
tion would apply only to this problem' specifically, to refugees from political or 
racial persecution, and thus need not result in a general or permanent open-door 
policy. 

And as for the last point, the first thing wc must do is shake our govern- 
ment into action; when it comes to defining the details and the scope of the 
change, there will be plenty of competent people on hand for the job. 

Our petition is being circulated right across Canada; apart from dozens of 
outstanding public figures who support it, there is the Manitoban University 
n'ews'piiper, and on our oion campus the few clubs which Jiàve been approached, 
the Student Christian Movement, the Inter-Varsity Christian Fellowship, the 
Student Labor Club, and the League of Nations Society which have accorded it 
their whole-hearted support. A fourth organization refused on the grounds that 
it wouldn't help anyway, that it is a part of the general reactionary policy of our 
government, and cannot be changed without changing the framk'WOrk of that 
government. Let us prove that this is not so. List us pay our minimitm debt to 
humanity, so that tco will not be called murderers by future generations. One 
member of the student body said to, me today: "We don't want the sort of im- 
migrants here who come jtut'bècàhse th'ey are running away from death." To 
me, this is nothing but criminal and blood-thirsty Chauvinism. The same stu- 
dent then said that he was opposed to refugees coming because it tvould make 
things hard for "our boys over there" when they come back, and that they 
should be our first concern. Let me tell this student, as well as every other 
student at the tinivcrsity, that "our boys over there" will be fighting and dying 
in vain if our homo policy slams the doors of our huge country in the face of the 
innocent and tortured victims of that same oppression- which our boys over there 
are struggling to overcome. First, let us savn their lives; there is room for an- 
other hundred thousand active people in Canada, people among whom are many 
not inferior to Thomas Mannj Rudolph Serkin or Albert Einstein, but who'werei 
not fortunate enough to escape. Let us save their lives. The least we can do is 
SIGN THE PETITION.

Objection No. 1 

We think the whole question 
of Post-war Immigration sllbuld 
be very carefully considered. 
We don't want a flood of cen- 
tral European or Jewish Immi- 
grants into this country. 
Answer: 

This petition Is not a plan to 
bring in a large number of 
immigrants. Even if the Cana- 
dian Government were willing 
and able to bring every refugee 
now in a position to leave 
Spain, Portugal, North African 
or the oUier Mediterranean 
countries, there would be less 
than twelve thousand to come. 
It is not to be supposed that 
< they would all come to Canada, 
but even .11 they did It would 
be a very small incréase in our 
total population. This is sim- 
ply a petlUon to offer sanctu- 
ary to people in danger^ and 
not to reverse completely Can- 
ada's system of immigration. 
Objection No. 3 

We want carefully selective 
immigration. 
Answer: 

Any who came would have 
to pass the ordinary Canadian 
Immigration regulations as to 
physical, mental and moral - 
health. The type of people 
available are much thé same as 
those who have come up to now 
—mainly artisans or Intellect- 
uals.

Objection No. S 

How are they to be support- 
ed? 

Answer: 

The Canadian Government is 
already committed to the prin- 
ciple of the support of the 
starving peoples of Europe 
through the policy of sending 
food to Greece, Russia, etc. As 
for th(j question ot how these 
people would be supported, that 
question would most likely not 
arise, as there is an acute 
shortage in Canada. Moreover, 
Exiled Governments have al- 
ways paid for their nationals 
until, they have become self- 
supporting. As for the State- 
less, of whom there will be 
very few, they will have to bo 
looked after by private charity 
until they become sclf-support- 
. ing. The Canadian Jewish Con- 
gress lias already given a guar- 
antee that no Jewish refugee 
will every become a public 
charge.

History of 
Refugees in England 



The very word conjures up 
the pictiire of the homeless, the 
uprooted, the disinherited. The 
appeal is to our sympathy, our 
charity. Men, women and chil- 
dren broken on the wheel of 
persecution and intoleraiicc, 
ending their days in misery and 
poverty. 

If you look through the story 
of mankind— the history books 
— refugees arc always pathetic, 
momentarily clouding the page 
of more stirring events and 
then fading, forlorn and deso- 
late, into obscurity. 

Canada heard much of re- 
fugees in the years of totalitar- 
ian persecution. Refugees 
knocked on Canada's door— 
mostly penniless, bedraggled 
people. There were debates Itv 
Canada as to whether we 
should be big-hearted; should 
practise our Christian faith, 
play the part of the Good Sa- 
maritan to these fellow hu- 
mans who had fallen among 
thieves. We admitted a few, . 
not many, and we felt the glow 
of a deed well done. We mustn't 
take very many. No. Charity 
begins at home. These wretch- 
ed people wëre greatly to be 
pitied, but there were our own ' 
neédy to be remembered— and 
the future of this Canada of 
ours. 

They Bring Rich Gifts 
And yët, if Canadians had 
stopped a moment and read 
their history, how different 
would our attitude have been. 
Tot these refugees were not 
what they seemed. They stood 
at our door clothed in adversity, 
crushed, sorry and bedraggled. 
But they^yet^poaèwèd assets 
beyond a 'natlon'if ransbh». Tliey 
were the 20th century heirs of 
a golden stream of oppressed 
humanity which down the ages 
has ever groped Its way out of 
realms of intolerance, persecu- 
tion and evil towards the biioad 
domain of freedom, tolerance 
and rlghtness. Through the . 
centuries this stream of stricken 
humanity has carried within 
itself the stuff of greatness, of 
.world power and prosperity^ 
.Concealed under ; its dark sijr- 
face has been tlie accumulated 
expériences, the special skills, 
the fine craftmanship, the pow- 
er to endure. 

Into the Britain that stands 
today at the very height ot her 
ifloiy went the blood of multi- 
tudes of Just such refugees as 
sought sanctuary in Canada. 
Britain from the time ot Wil- 
liam the Conqueror onwards, 
with few exceptions, held her 
door wide ' open to refugees. 
-Britain cashed in on the folly 
of less wise kingdoms, built 
much of her supremacy as a 
great trading nation out of the 
broken bits of humanity that 
others discarded. 

The record, when you look 
for it, runs through British his- 
tory as plain as can be. Flem- 



ings, Jews, Hugénots, royalists, 
democrats, freedom seekers 
sought sanctuary in England 
from the earliest times down to 
the industrial revolution. All 
were welcome and all contri- 
buted mightily to the prosperity 
and strength ot their adopted 
land. The policy was inàititàin-- 
cd despite the protests of 
manufacturers who complained 
of competition from these 
"foreigners"; it was maintained 
despite the fears— and real fears 
—that the flood of alien blood 
would overwhelm the native 
stock. 

The Flemish .weavers sought 
sanctuary in England to escape 
religious persecution and 
.brought with them— not In ships 
and carts— but in their brains 
and their hahds, the art ot 
weaving coarser woollen fab- 
rics. They brought wiUi them 
knowledge of secret dyes dis- 
covered in the Low CounUrics 
and no longer did British cloth 
have to be sent abroad to be 
finished. The Flemings left

where children sat around symetrlcally ar- 
ranged tables covered with blue oilcloth. Be* 
(ore each child stood a little bowl of steaming 
hot food. ' 

The children sat quietly at the tables. A 
Sister, on her knees before a crucifix in a cor- 
ner, prayed silently. When she had finished 
her prayer, she noticed the passageway over- 
flowing with fugitives, and turned to the chil- 
dren with these words: "Children, these poor 
people are surely hungry. Many of them prob- 
ably already have no home. . You have already 
eaten a meal today. Are you willins to give 
away your dinner?" For a moment, there was 
a tense silence; then, as If at a conunand, aU the 
chilrren replied in chorus "Yes, indeed!" and 
each ran hastily to drag a guest to his place, 
and set his food before him. 

A little youngster of seven or eight, blonde 
and with nose upturned took mo under his 
wing. He heartily slapped me on the back, and 
shouted in a high-pitched, somewhat squeaky 
voice, "Well come on, the food is getting cold!" 



I can still hear, like the sound of clegaic 
music, the qul«t words of the Sister as &bo 
made her suggestion to the orphan children. 
My back sUU tingles from the brotherly slap- 
on-the-back of the lovable Utile rascal who 
gave me away his dinner. 

A few hours later, after the Luftwaffe had 
finished dts second attack on the district, and I 
had not yet completely shaken off the mortal 
fear brought on by the air raid, I heard some- 
one cry out: "Ola Boga (By God)l The orphan* 
home is one fhrc." We had only managed to 
cover al)out three kilometres since leaving the 
home and all of us ran, as fast as our legs would 
carry us, towards the burning buildings. In the 
distance, we could hear a bedlam of noises: the 
crying of wounded children, the mooing of 
cows, and the neighing of horses. Whep wc 
reached the place, I closed my eyes, in anger, 
tragedy and shame, to shut out the gruesome 
sight which revealed Itself to me. 

Again I saw the children, but no longer hap- 
py and mischievous. I saw their torn and 
mangled little corpses, their crippled, murder- 
ed bodies. Their young warm blood ran through 
my fingers as I carried them to the improvised 



first-aid station. I threw them over my shoul- 
der, as calves are carried to the slaughter. My 
hands dug graves for them and helped to bring 
them to their everlasting rest 

Everlasting rest? Who can say that It was 
reliUy to be their everlasting rest, who can 
guarantee that next day a Hitler-tibmb did not 
blow asunder the brown earth of their little 
graves? Or that a Hitler tank did not plough 
under earth and bodies together? No, I cannot 
say, that the oprhans were brought to everlast- 
ing rest 

\Vhcn ,a priest called upon us to offer up a 
quiet prayer for the souls of the murdered 
children, amon;; those kneeling was I, the un- 
believer. My lips murmered: "Oh, that my eyes 
shall never again see anything like this." My 
fists clenched in helpless rage against the bar- 
barians. When I left the scene ot devastation, 
I threw away my shirt, soaked through with my 
own sweat and with innocent blood. And I 
shall have with me to the end of my days the 
heart-rendering picture of the cut-throat raid 
of the Nazi gangsters upon these poor defend- 
less orphan children.

History pi Relugees in EDglaod 

their mark evcry^twre in the 
textile areas of^Britalm It sur- 
vives in place names— such as 
Flemingston and Tucking Mill. 
Tuck is the Flemish word for 
cloth. 

The Inflow became a torrent 
In the days of Elizabeth. Now 
came the silk weavers, the 
makers of cutlery, clocks, hats, 
pottery, the weavers of fine 
fabrics and lace. Wool was no 
longer merely the raw material 
for coarse cloth. "In times 
past," writes an historian of the 
16th century, "the use of wool 
consisted for the most part in 
cloth and woolsteds but now, 
by means of strangers succour- 
ed here from persecution, the 
same hath been employed into 
sundry uses whereby the 
makers have realized no small 
commodity." 

In 15D8 came the edict of 
Nantes, guaranteeing freedom 
of conscience in France, and the 
tide of refugees diminshed. 
But consider what had hap- 
pened in Englandi 

Elizabethan Flood-Tide 

The Doomcsday Book of Wil- 
liam the Conqueror contains the 
names of less than 300,000 per- 
sons. The population at that 
time was very small. By Eliza* 
beth's time (1558-1603) the 
population had grown to 5,000,* 
000. 

In the space of a few years 
50,000 refugees were admitted 
to Elizabethan England and al* 
lowed to establish themselves. 
In terms of Canada today this 
would involve admitting more 
than 100,000 refugees. 

In 1685 the edict of Nantes 
was revoked and persecution 
broke out anew. Now came tho 
flood of Huguenots to England. 
They had escaped only with 
their lives. They had no means, 
no capital They were fugitives. 
And they were welcomed. 

The record shows that they 
brought with them skills Infi- 
nitely more precious than any 
fortunes they might have pos- 
sessed. Now England had thriv- 
ing communities making goods 
which had never before been 
mado on the island— the finest 
silks, glass, paper, rare laces, 
silversmlthing, chinaware, jewel 
cutting and setting, and so on. 



One more great transfusion 
enriched and vitalized English 
blood. After the French revo- 
lution, tens of thousands ot 
Royalists escaped to England. 
Again they brought no fortunes, 
no gods, no visible assets. They 
were destitute. But they, too, 
had special skills. They found* 
cd the musical instrument In* 
dustry and the ftirniture'lhdus- 
try, enriched the arts. They 
were musicians, painters, archi- 
tects, scholars and the like. 

One might term these the 
tidal waves of stricken hu- 
manity which broke over Eng- 
land, enriching it beyond all 
computation. There were num- 
berless smaller movements of 
refugees. The Lombards brought 
their skill in finance to London. 
The name Lombard street lives 
after them. The Jews brought 
their genius in finance and 
commerce to England and, 
apart from relatively brief 
periods of persecution and one 
expulsion, they were given free- 
dom to use their talents to the 
full. 

So great were these migra* 
.tiens that communities, like 
Spitalsficld, were founded. In 
Canterbury Cathedral the 
Huguenots built their own 
chapel, which remains to this 
day. The English language bears 
evidence of this invasion. 

Looking , back over the cen- 
turies it whi be seen that these 
people came to England with 
empty pockets, empty stomachs, 
empty hands. They had no cash 
balances in the bank, no stocks, 
or bonds, no assets as assets are 
calculated on the ledgers of fin- 
ance. They were refugees- 
penniless, homeless, ruined and 
despairing folk. 

Skill and Crafta 

Yet they had the greatest of 
all assets— skill and knowledge 
of crafts. They knew how to 
make things, how to add might- 
ily to the sum-total of human 
resources. Not one of this vast 
army which contributed so 
much to England's greatness, 
and and whose descendants 
have continued to do so, could 
have qualified for admission to 
Canada without special dis- 
pensation from Ottawa. They 
could never pass the "public 
charge" test. 

Actually, of course, a good 
lew refugees did get into Can- 
ada before the outbreakof war.;

Their contribution to 
England — to every country 
which has had the wisdom to 
accept them. Is beyond question. 
In England, succeeding mon- 
archs welcomed them. James I, 
indeed, planted mulberry trees 
to help them forward In silk 
making. 

Have they repeated the his- 
toric record in this Dominion? 

The facts arc available, and 
on these fads which will be 
presented in a short series of 
articles, Canadians can form 
conclusions as to a proper policy 
for this country. ' For when this 
war is ended, golden opportuni- 
ty may again present Itself. Cut 
of the broken, despairing con- 
tinent of Europe may spring a 
new stream of seekers after 
freedom and peace. That stream, 
almost inevitably, will be di- 
rected our way. 

Judged by the common stand- 
ard they will be destitute 
people— liable to become public 
charges. They will have no 
fine clothes. They will not 
come cabin class. But as his- 
tory I proves, they will have 
other, far more precious assets 
which will enrich tho country 
that is wise enough to welcome 
them.

Turning to the relation of this 
private investment to planning Dr, 
James affirmed "it Is apparent that 
across this Dominion there arc 
thousands of possible projects for 
private and public investment. 
Each must however, be planned in 
great detail long before it is put 
Into effect" Olie timing of such in- 
vestment is also of the utmost im- 
portance to the whole state, the 
Principal added. 

It is essential that all develop- 
ments fit into a Community plan. 
Dr. James declared. "It is the re- 
sponsibility of citizen groups and of 
individual citizens ... our urban 
slums have no Justification ... we 
have not planned the environment 
of our natural life." 

It was stated that Canadas' prob- 
lems In rural areas were more 
serious than In the cities. Dr. James 
cited as typical examples the' farm* 
houses of Northern Quebep, Saskat- 
chewan and Manitoba, which are 
without any of tho usual facilities 
of modern civilization. 

Quoting from his experiences as 
Chairman of the National Commit- 
tee on Reconstruction, and from his 
visit to Britain last year, the Prin- 
cipal described how the bombing

Last year well over 3,000 students 
needed applied for Christmas vaca- 
tion work In tho post offices, Mr.
